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Like a team of pythons the wrestlers crunched one victim after 
another as they muscled their way through another undefeated year. The 
beautiful record included especially pleasing thrashings of Madison and 
Stuart, the closest teams in the district and region to any real competi- 
tion. After the entire team took the region, seven of the Highlander 
grapplers progressed to the State Tournament, where the McLean 
Machine was finally stopped only by the legendary wrestling super- 
power Granby, and by only a single point. 

Special kudos went to Charlie Kilmer, third in Northern Virginia; Rich 
Valley, Bill Johnson, and Kevin Johnson, all of whom took third in the 
state; and Ed Ryan, voted outstanding wrestler in the Regionals, who 
captured first place in Virginia.
